Ar the beginning of this year the Cor. 
respondent of the Zimes in Paris drew 
attention to au injury which the shares 
holdere in the Suez Cuunl, aud the 
shipping and merenutile interests, would 
suffer from the absence in Panama of 
M, Lessepe. ‘The shareholders early in 
1885 authorized a loan ight millions 
sterling to be gradually spent in widen 
ng and deepening the Canal, and o

NAVAL COURTS OF ENQUIRY. 
“ Berrer be sure than sorry ” is au old 
nauticnl maxim, and one that ahipmas. 
ters cannot afford to forget. If it had 
been more carefully impressed on 
Captain Hankingon's mind, the Indo. 
China Steam Navigation Company would 
not be Inmenting the loss of theie 
steamer, the Seewo, nor would the 
‘names of seven Chinese, including the 
| head compradore of tho vessel, be ndded 
{to the long roll of lives lost. in foreign 
steamers on the Chineso coast, ‘Tho 
minutes of the Naval Court of Enquiry, 
which we publish this morning, show 
very clently how this easily preventible 
accident occurred. Onn sen ao dotted 
| with rocks and islands aa the stretch 
| between Shanghai and Hongkong, it 
|is not to be wondered at (hat outside 
steamers and canal-tiadere, which only 
visit these waters two or three times 
a sear, should, like the Breconshire 
receutly, somotimes come to grief ; but 
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there is a general impression that rega- 
lax ovasters like the Douglas and Seewo 
ave been wp and down so often that 
the vessels almost know their own way ; 
that at any rate the officers are as 
familiar with the route, and with 
every danger on it, as they are with 
the ‘arrangement of the furniture i 

their own honses. Naturally this fami 
liatity is apt to induce over-confidence ; 
Ent though the Chinn Sen is well-sur- 
veyed and well-lighted, the inside route, 
which tho consting stenmers generally 
take, ig so full of dangers and so sub- 
ject to fogs aud unexpected currente, 
that no amount of familiarity with it 
onu justify the slightest carelessness or 
neglect of precaution, ‘The facts of the 
loss of the Seewo are of the simplest,

ROSE WATER. 
Tue vicinity of Shiraz in Persia is said 
to yield roses more abundantly and of 
grenter fragrance than avy other part 
of Porein, just as the roses of Pe 
are more abuudant aud more frogrant 
than those of any other country. 
Throughout India aud Persia the petals 
are collected from the rose for the pur 
of making rose-water, and attar 
of roses, A cask or glazed jar is filled 
with the rose leaves, and spring water 
poured in sufficient to cover them. 
‘The vessel is then pluced in the sun for 
two or three days. On the third day 
small particles of yellow oil are seen 
flualing ou the surfuce of the water,

‘They increase in a week toa thin ecam, 
‘This is attar of roses. It is taken up 
by a little cotton tied to a atick and 
equerzed into a small vinl, When used 
it must be diffused by the addition of 
water, the odour being too powerful 
when concentrated, In Pt Ab baue 
quets and meetings of friends, rose 
water is sprinkled on the guests when 
they arrive, It is again sprinkled when 
the feast has proceeded a certuin length. 
It isulsocooked withcinuamon and white 
sugar to be supped by members of the 
assembled party alternately with coffee. 
‘The Persians lave also auother much 
valued odorous spirit called Arachi- 
fidueh, which is prepared from the 
flowers of the white jessnmine, the 
vine, the orange, the lily and the olive, 
They are a people who delight in 
obtaining from odoriferous flowers for 
the use of mon those precious soonts 
which other nations allow to be sie 
sipnted. It was in the flouris! 
time of the Arabian caliphate thet they 
learned from the Greeks the secret of 
distilling the perfumes inherent in the 
flowers of the garden and the forest. 
‘The sweetness of the odour of roses is 
incrensed by chipping saudaleood, whiok 
is added either to the rose leaves dur- 
ing the distilling process, or afterwards, 
Rose water is dearer than wine, aud 
the altar or thick vil resembling butter 
is dearer then gold. ‘he Persian word 
Gul means both flower and rose, for 
with them the rose is the lower par ex. 
celience. The word for water is Ab, 
and the compound Gulab, vose-water 
became known to the Chinese in the 
14th century. 

The Chinese had known rose-water 
from the Tang dynasty, for there is a 
pretty story of Liu ‘Teung-yuen, the 
celebrated poet and writer, which men. 
tio He held any composition of 
Hui aw still more famous writer 
than himself, in suoh admiration that 
before reading it he washed his hands 
in rose-water in token of respect. The 
most benatiful productions of the soul 
of genius should be welcomed amidst 
the sweetest perfumos of (he garden, 
What kind of rose water it was that he 
used, aud how made, we cannot vow 
know. It was simply called rose-water,

SHANGHAL GENKRAL CHAMBER OF COMMERCE, 

‘The last Report of the Committee was 
| presented to the Members at the Annual 
' General Meeting which was held at the 
offices of the Chamber on the 26th March, 
1885, 

The Committee elected at last meeting 
[were Messrs. M. Adler, W. Brand, J. S.

‘The Settlement of the Franco-Chinese

Trade Statist: ‘The Bengal Chamber of 
Commerce having applied, through their 
Secretary, for a complete Return of the 
Trade of the whole of China, extending 
if possible to the year 1862, ‘with other 
statistics bearing on the amount of wealth 
circulating in the empire, the Chamber 
has done what was possible in answer to 
the request, but the records do not extend 
beyond 1865, and there was no means of 
acquiring most of the information required, 
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of which not even approximate estimates 
could be obtained. ; 

Railways in Burmah.—The Committee 
lave received a communication from Mr. 
A. R. Colquhoun, who is taking « promi- 
nent part in the promotion of Railways in 
Burmah, with a view to opening up the 
trade with Southern China to foreign en- 
terprise, but at the present stage it was 
considered that the Chamber could do no 
more than express their approval of the 
scheme, which if carried out will hardly 
for some time affect the trade of Northern 
China. 

China Weights and Measures. 

Consul, havi 
the Chamber as to the ex ights 
and Measures in use at this port, both 
among natives in their own dealings and 
also between foreigners and natives, the 
necessary information was collected’ and 
supplied to the Consul.

Now as far as I cai assist you 
I will do everything in my power; and 
if any of your officers come to Hougk 
and want to learn, I will do everything 
ty help them. In Eugland, as everybody 
wows, a certain number of non-coumil 
sioned officers frum the regular forces sre 
attached to Volunteers, and « great deal of 
instruction is affurded to them that you 
cannot get here. You are dependent 
very tuch upon yourselves ; and there- 
fore I think it would be a’ very god 
thing if you conld have even a very small 
portion of your mumber better instructed, 
I hear that your- lectures Tam 
sorry I have not had an opportunity of 
attending one—sre merely lectures on 
ordinary drill. But they ought to go beyond 
that. “Drill is nothing im itself, It is 
very necessary ; but it is ouly an instru 
ment. What ‘ean drill do, until it in 
applied? You must learn how to apply 
it; and there a lecture, a a preliminary to 
practice on the ground, is a very useful 
thing. Ido not kuow whether it can be 
managed—I am only speaking of things as 
they occur to me ;—but if something like 
the war game could be yot up, which con~ 
tains all the principles of war, I think it 
would be a very good thing. ‘then I think 
it mould be as well to introduce Morris’ 
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tubes, ‘They ara used everywhere now. 
They would get you into the habit of firing 
quickly at whatever object may be pre- 
sented, For instance, in the drill hall you 
might have five or six targets at intervals ; 

Jdier firing wt whatever target may 
ned in a certain given time. Dis- 
appearing targets can also be used, in fact 
you may have every sort of firing in. ininia- 
ture ; aud I think you would like the prac- 
tice, ’ With regard to attack practice, what 
you havo been doing—and I think I sai 
same thing to you ou Saturday. 
Grill ; and that of course has to be applied. 
‘You have to know exactly what to do under 
all ths circumstances which may arise in 
tho different stages of the attack. ‘Phat 
of course is not to be learnt ina day. I 
speak to a very intelligent community, I 
sould say, in Shanghai, ‘Chere must ‘be 
numbers here who have gone through the 
training that is found necessary in foreign 
armies, aud they will tell you that it takes 
moro trouble perhaps to make a good solder 
than to turn out man well in 
other trade, Now with regard to the cavalry, 
T understand you have uo carbines; they 
have been applied for, but it has not 
been possible to supply them. I hope we 
shail be able to get them for you, The 
Light, Horse would of course “be chieily 
used for scouting purposes—to do the recuii- 
noitring and mounted work. We have to 
teach our cavalry todo an enormous amount 
of this work—all dismounting, one man 
perhaps holding four or five horses, and the 
others pouring iu « rapid ficeand then getting 
on their horses and off again, Now Lhops 
you have thought of this, and thnt it is 
intonded to train the cavalry in that sort of 
work Twas told on Saturday that you 
had no outpost work, or anything of that 
sort; and I thiuk a ‘little attention might 
be paid to that, With regard to drill, there 
is nothing like making « lot of movements 
ono after another as rapidly as possible at 
the trot. Chave had something like six 
thousand Yeomaury under my command, 
ouly one for eight days in the year, 
and that is how we did. We knocked 
them about at the trot ; and it was marvel- 
lous how we got them to work. ‘That sort 
of work at the walk is neither youd for 
hora uor man. With regard to the 
Artillery, well I do not know how 
too of those ponies cau deaw a gun; but 
I suppose it is au expensive affair to the 
Municipality, They’ certainly draw them 
fairly over this ground ; but four would 
bo necessary over rougher yround. 
understand that the harness sent out 
to you the other day dues not fit? - 
(Major Holliday—No, Sir).—Well, E must 
help you in that, Write to me what you 
want, and I shall be very happy” to 
do anything I can for you. I think 
1 have said all that I have to say; L 
did not come here to make apeeches, and 
I did_uvt como here simply to inspect 
you, Lcame to afford you instruction, and 
what assis‘avce I could, in every way. 
Saturday was perhaps a more instructive 
day to me than to-day; but I thought I 
should ave you all working together—the 
three arms of the servico—cavalry, infan- 
try and guns, ‘Then we should lave got 
through’ the work much quicker, aud it 
would have been more ship-shape, ‘But you 
apparently do not work together. {came 
here expecting to see you a perfect little 
army. In fact I should have liked to 
have devoted a great deal more time to 
the infantry work ; but when one is here, 
there and everywhere—first having « look 
atthe infantry, then at the guns, and so 
on—a great deal of time is lest.’ If you 
had worked together, I could have watched 
youall at once, Still, ae I said before, I 
‘am very much pleased to sve so fine a body 
of men together—with, I am quite sure, 
their hearts in the right places; aud I 
congratulate the Municipality ow having 
a body of fine fellows willing to devote 
their tite to the good of the com- 
munity.

General Cameron for coming to Shanghai 
to inspect the Volunteers, and said he was 
perfectly satisfied that the men would do 
everything in their power to raise them- 
selves to the level of the General’s ex- 
pectations.
